Election/Restrictions

2. The special technical feature linking the inventions is that they all contain a 
coated food composition. This does not provide a contribution over the prior art 
as evidenced by Domingues et al. (US 5223289) who teach a browning 
composition comprising a pigment and a proteinaceous substance coating the 
surface of a foodstuff.
